Hello All, 


First off, I would like to thank all who responded to my request for help. 
This is wonderful forum and very informative. Several people ask me to 
provide the results of my inquiry into becoming a high speed CW op. So 
here is what I received. 


1. My advice is to copy in your head. It is like someone spelling to you. 
If you have trouble getting used to it, have a friend spell to you instead 
of talking for a while. You will get so you do things like only writing 
down the important info, like the ops name, QTH, etc. 


2. Some days I can do 30+ consistantly and other days, a struggle at 20. I 
remember when I started out on 40 CW a long, long time ago. I wrote 
everything down in block letters and was using a hand key. One day, I 

just noticed that it flowed from ear to hand, about 3 to 5 letters 

behind. Soon after, I put the pencil down. 


What works for me, generally, is: 


- don't be concerned with speed. It will come. 

- don't worry about missing some letters. Just let it go. 

- picture a marquee in your head. As the letters come in, let the 
‘marquee’ push along 


- as you drive from place to place, send the signs in CW. STOP sign is 
dididit dah dahdahdah.... it helps to get the rhythem. 

- use it. There is no substitute for experience. 

- try and work in conversational mode, rather in long transmissions. 

It keeps things poppin' along 

- start a QSO at a comfortable pace and ask for QRQ if the copy is OK 

- everyone has their own plateau. Its temporary. Don't worry about it. 

- have fun! If it ain't fun - STOP. 


I am not a CW ace by any means, but this got the speed up over time. 


3. I share your concern, having finally made it through the very barrier 
you describe :-). Here's what did it for me: 


3.1. I bought the cassette tape set from Alternative Arts. He has at 
least two different ones, One is aimed at "high speed contesting". See 
the small display ads in such journals as QST and probably CQ. (I am on 
vacation and do not direct access to them.) 


3.2. I also bought a set of the old The Radio School casette tapes. 
Between the two, my speed went from 25 or so to nearly 60 during 
contests (only!--where there is repeated info). Can now easily ragchew 
at 35 and even 38-40 though it is a real challenge at the higher level. 
Don't know where these might be available. But what helped me most was 
their causing you to relax and let the code sort of seep into your 
consciousness. Don't know the scientific basis, but I can tell it 
worked for me. 


3.3. The third thing you already know. Copy cw such as from W1AW starting 
at their highest speed. Try to pick out what you can--a word, phrase, 
punctuation sign, what have you--and let the rest go. If you stay at it, 
you will be surprised how quickly you can copy more and more. 


3.4. The fourth thing is to answer CQ's at speeds higher than you are 
comfortable at. Even though you will make mistakes at first, in time 
you will become more comfortable. 


3.5. The fifth thing is to practice xsending*x text to yourself, listening 
as you send with your bug or keyer. This *WORKS* well. 


3.6. Contact the FISTS organisation. They (we) have a "code buddy" program 
where you can find someone who will challenge you to move up, maybe 


through regular on the air chats, etc. 


Good luck to you. And if you hear *xmex please call at whatever speed 
you are comfortable, and we'll just chat :-). 


4. One listens to W1AW at high speeds. One puts away the pencil. One 


operates in all contests. One finds One day One is receiving at high 
speed ......... :-) It takes one time, lots of time. 


5. You have reached the word phase. 
I found myself at that stage at one time and floundered for some time. 


I stumbled across KB6MT Jerry Ziliac's hi speed code course which 
emphasises copying whole words. Sure enough I found that each word 

had a distinct sound and after listening to his practice tape for some 
time I found my speed going up for the understood words left time to 
copy the ones by letter which were fast. I have also found that some 
words can be ignored and the conversation still understood when pushing 
the limit. 


On Field Day I can really cook for I am looking for certain information 
and the rest is not relevant. Let me make a contact with someone who 
recognizes me and sends a sentence at Field Day speed and I bomb! 

You get the picture. 


No I do not write words down anymore unless they are important ones 
such as name, call, QTH etc. 


Now I find I can work CW mobile without writing things down even though 
at slower speeds than when I am at rest. 


6. My Elmer way back when used to do what he called 'Mill" work -- he used a 
typewriter. I've seen him copy over 50 wpm that way. Gosh, I wish I could 
just type that fast! 


7. Personal experience says practice is the only answer. Back between 
1978 and 

1981 my employer sent me off the Holland on a long term assignment. One 
afternoon late in 1978 I went up to my radio shack to make a few QSOs. 
Imagine my sadness when I found 20 meters wall to wall with CQ contest! At 
that time I'd been in one contest 

-- the Novice Round-up 20 years earlier -- contests just weren't my thing. 


But I wanted to get on the air, so I took a deep breath and answered someone 
calling CQ Contest. Lordy, he came back to me and I was forever lost! 
Contests back then went along around 20 to 25 wpm -- right at the upper 
threshold of my copying comfort. As I continued to compete I both became to 
get very successful and my CW improved so that 25 wpm was well within my 
comfort zone. 


I took a big break from contesting from about 1982/3 until just five years 
ago. I wasn't in a situation where I could have a decent antenna. In 1994 
I moved here to Maryland and I began to compete again. For the last two 


years I've entered the Sweepstakes, a contest I used to avoid like the 
plague. (The secret is I could win a pin for making over 100 QSOs!) I've 
done reasonably well. 


Yes, the speeds have notched up, mostly due to memory keyers, but I find as 
I go from one end of the contest to another my speed starts to go up. There 
is no stigma to copying a station's exchange several times before you work 
him or after! As you work at it you'll get better. I'd suggest you tune in 
to W1AW's code practice sessions on the higher speed nights and copy what 
you can. You'll be surprised how much 25 wpm you can copy after you've been 
trying to copy 35 wpm! Practice pays off! 


8. Here's how I broke thru to 40+ wpm (in my head, only. Cant write or type 
that fast either). I started taping W1AW and K7HLR code practices and 
playing them while driving or doing chores (mowing, dishes, etc.) 

Then just relax and it will start happening. First you only recognize 

short, common words, but then longer ones. I played each tape several 

times until I got 90% of it, then moved on to a different tape. 


I did this over a period of several months (a short dirve to work; only 7 
min.) Recently I stumbled across a very high speed code practice 
station, WINMJ i think, on 14.026 approx. on Wed. evenings. At first I 
thought it was RTTY or digital. Then I started recognizing some of the 
short words. He was doing 60 wpm!!! The signal was too weak to tape, 
and too much qrm around it tho'. 


K7HLR does 5 thru 40 wpm, with long 20 minute texts at each speed. 
Interesting stories about WW2 navy experiences. He is on 7056 at 1300z 
and 2300z most days. 


9. Been there!! My response is that there is no secret! Listen to speeds 
faster than you can currently copy with ease...do not write anything 

down on paper, although I do sometimes hold a pencil and act as if I am 
writing. I do this because the issue is concentration on listening and 
during a listening session when my concentration is flagging, I pick up 

the pencil to force myself to listen with greater focus. During 

sessions when I am not tired and can concentrate I do not "play write." 

The purists would object, I am certain...but it works for me. 


Do this every evening/afternoon for about 10-15 minutes...you get 

tired! You will find after awhile that the individual letters in common 
words begin to sound as "one letter." (eg. "the," "rig," "antenna," etc) 
There are times when I can copy 40 wom with relative ease and other 
times when I struggle with 30 wom...hence my comments about 
concentration. You will also begin to appreciate good cw "fists." 

There are fists which I cannot copy at 20 wpm, while two khz up there is 
a board being used to send 40 wpm and I am having no difficulty. 


Listening to on-the-air QSO's can be frustrating due to the use of 
idosyncratic abbreviations by the sender. As a listener working on 
improving speed you are not quite certain whether you got "it right." 
However, this can be good practice at "letting go," that is, if you miss 
a letter...you missed the letter and if you continue to "work" on the 
letter in your mind you will miss the next three or four letters. Also, 
while we believe that we hear every word spoken in a conversation, we 
really fill in words that we have missed. Also in cw you may miss a 
letter or two but the following letters provide a context which then 
"translates" to the entire word...sometimes even a word can be missed, 
but the following word provides the context which then permits the 
filling in of the "lost" word. 


Finally, truly high speed copy depends in part upon context and the 
structure of the language and common letter combinations in words. For 
example, you may be able to copy a transmission in English at 40 wpm, 
but a transmission in French (for example) you might be able to only 
copy at 25 wom. I marvel at those individuals who copy high speed 
random generated letter combinations since there is no context or common 
combinations for any of the letters selected! 


Hope all of this helps...I am still working on improving my copying 
speed to a rock solid 40-45 wpm. Now I really need to work on my 
sending, because I can copy at a faster speed than I can send with 
accuracy. 


10. W1NIM (No Joking Matter), George Hart, has been doing the QRQ code 
practices on the air for more than 30 years. He is a member of a 

group called the Connecticut Wireless Association and if my memory 
serves me correctly, they are the main sponsors of the practice 
session, although I have heard noone other than George run them 

in all these years. 


There is only one way to do QRQ speeds. Listen, listen, and listen 
some more and do it daily. Education is expensive no matter how 
you do it. I listen to tapes and I exercise with a computer using 
newsprint. I am truly sorry gang, but I do not listen to code that 
has a swing to it unless I wind up in a QSO after calling CQ. It 
is difficult and it will ruin your speed if you keep at it. My 
opinion and I think a valid one. IMHO. 


Thanks to Neil for the posting. He obviously listens a lot. :-) 
You let the cat outta the bag Neil.......... 


BTW, George used to do the code tapes for the high speed contests 
around the country for swapfests, back in the days when code tests 
were in. Have a few certificates in the filing cabinet from those 


days. 


Don't forget the high speed (20-35 wpm) exercises from W1AW every 
two days. 


The MFJ Tutor does up to 60wpm, but the same format of QSO after 
QSO bugs some people, but you do get good at the first few minutes 
of a QSO on the air. :-) 


Use RUFZ for practicing callsigns. Use the SS simulator in some 
of the logging programs for Sweepstakes. 


And the most important of all is just get to the rig and get on 
the air. But QRP and QRQ don't work all that well together as 
you need a high S/N ratio for the real high speeds. Been there 
done that and W9WBL will tell you about that sometime when you 
see him in person. Stan is the mfgr of the now famous paddles. 


Again, thanks Neil for the trip down memory lane. 


11. I hate to say it, but you just do it. You listen, you don't stress over 
it, and just listen, listen, listen. If it comes, it comes. If you miss 

a letter, and get the next six, you'll know what the word was. If you 

worry about it at the TIME you missed it, you'll miss everything. 


Your choice - just listen and relax - really! 


12. This takes years of practice and there are no short cuts. 
People that get good do it every day. 


14. One thing you might try first Ward: before they started using typewriters 
for code, the Army taught people how to form their characters when printing 

by hand. The gist of it is that you relearn how you form your characters 

with an emphasis on finishing each character ready to go on to the next... 

a good example of which is a capital R. You can write up to about 35wpm 

that way, more or less. It takes an effort to find a natural shape/route 

for each character, and then to learn to do it automatically, but I did it 
years ago, and it does work. 


As an answer to your actual question, I have heard that McElroy et al would 
continue writing/whatever for many minutes after a high speed code run... 
so obviously they were memorizing it as they went. Quite a trick unto itself. 


15. I tried printing uppercase when I started, but settled on a lowercase 
"script". I do not cross t's or f's, or dot i's; their shapes are unique. 
Now it's just my head getting in the way - hi hi. 


So, there it is. I guess there is no "easy" way around it. Practice, 
Practice, Practice, relax, have fun. Gee, I guess that is why I love HAM 
Radio. I like to have fun. Maybe, this will be easier than I thought.

Right, and then there are those modulators circuits that have clippers, 
filters, and splatter chokes that barely pass 1500 hz on the high end. 
Crank these babies up so that they sound loud and they will be a lot 
wider than a HiFi station that has modulator that is designed for low 
distortion. Low distortion plus the AF response determine how wide you 
really are. This applies to SSB stations as well. 


Let's not forget the receiver and how to use it properly. Don't see many 
hams using spectrum analyzers for their receivers. I hear a lot ops 
complaining of a clean station that is too wide only to find out they 
have their noise blankers on, the wrong agc setting, not knowing how to 
use an attenuator, RF gain, ect. This assumes their receiver is of good 
design!! 


Common sense to me is use the wider modes on under utilized bands or hang 
out on roundtables with similar modes. When the bands are clogged up its 
fun to be QRP cw and become a mosquito in a land of high power loud 
mouths. 


It would be nice if the OOs and more hams had a current rule book. And 
took the time to read and understand the rules. The ARRL has a good one 
for just a couple of bucks. 


Man, mowing the lawn in 103 deg. heat must have given me bandwidth 
rage. Going to crawl back to my superwide width rock.

Zack W1VT and Bob N4BP have offered comments on the speed of CW during 
poor receiving conditions ... I offer my experience here. For 50 years 


I have been 100% CW, for 40 years I have been a very active contester, 
many QRP contests as well. I offer these comments with no intent to 
force anyone to do anything any specific way, I do not wish nor have 
any interest in generating another flaming thread 


About ten years ago QRP contests were far more difficult to accomplish 
in that more operators were not in the contest for contesting per se 
as they were for the performance of their rigs, etc. In short there 
were more inexperienced QRP contesters behind the keys. I wrote a 
couple 

of articles addressing the difficulties I found in working these 
contests, but alas, my diplomacy was not sufficient for the editor's 
courage and none of them were published, I was in short "too direct", 
"too critical" 


I summarize my concerns here: The subject being what do you do when 
someone asks you to repeat or fill a missing part of your contest 
exchange (or any other item in any QSO). I have two rules to offer: 


(1) Send EXACTLY what the operator is asking for and NOTHING ELSE! 
(2) Do not QRS from your original speed! 


Comments re: #41: If you are asked to send a missing item, for example, 
your STATE, it being part of an exchange, and your state is say NJ, 
then send exactly NJ and ABSOLUTELY do not send anything else. The 
operator is signalling potentially difficult receiving conditions 
and he does not want to have to dig it out of such things as: 

(for example) OK, MY QTH IS NJ QTH IS NJ .... etc. The only thing 
he is listening for is your state. You don't need to tell him 

it's your state, he already knows that so in the above MY QTH IS 

is total QRM to him, it's absolutely worthless information. Send 

NJ and nothing but NJ as often as you think necessary for him to 
get it. Contesting among QRPers has improved much of these past 
years. Back then you would also get the following all too often 
when asking for a fill from the other station, say N1HAM asks 

N2HAM for a fill on his state (NJ). What comes back is 

N1IHAM de H2HAM OK MY STATE IS NJ .... to which I used to almost 
scream! Please, why ME! This is a CONTEST, TIME IS IMPORTANT HERE! 
Send exactly what is requested, it is extremely rare that you 

would involve callsigns in your reply, or anything else. QRP 
contesters have come a long way from those days. 


Comments #2: When you reply do not slow down, if anything, send 

your repeated information once or twice at faster speeds. If QRN 

is the problem, it is most likely to wipe out slower speed information 
from my experience. If QSB is the problem, definitely do not slow 
down! Many QRPers used to/some still do QRS whenever asked for a fill. 


Do not do that! The requesting station may be copying you under weak 
signal conditions, he is then listening for a return at the given speed 
and does not want to have to "discover" you at some other speed, 
especially among a bevy of QRM! IF it is QSB then repeating the 
requested information is of value. 


In fact, there is a wealth of information given by the station replying 
to you .... listen to what he does when he replies ... it is a form of 
letting you know what you need to do when replying to him ... I call 
this the implicit "fill" request. If you call CQ in a contest and 

a station answers, if you are a seasoned contester you most likely 
automatically respond in sending your exchange to him with something 
that indicates your receiving condition. If you judge him to be 
strong, you send your exchange once and then break, if he is weak 

or there is QSB, etc. you will respond with sending the exchange 
perhaps more than once, or sending parts that are difficult to 

copy more than once, etc. It is a signal that you are weak/difficult 
copy, so send your information as he has to you. It works! And 

lots of time is saved ... no fills are requested since the matter 

has been handled. Yet occasionally a fill is needed and whatever 

the operator asks for SEND THAT INFORMATION ONLY, ABSOLUTELY NOTHING 
ELSE (yes, I am shouting!) .... I don't have much hair left to 

pull out!

Guess I gotta add my Me Too to this one.. 
I agree with Zack and Bob on the QRS is not always the correct way to go. 


In addition to QRM and QRN, there can be other local distractions causing 
you to miss the "KEY BITs". I happen to have a local interference problem 
that pops up at seeming the most inopprotune times during a contest. 


I have had to do many repeats (10 or more) just to get the Exchange made. 
I have a personal rule that I envoke during a QRP Contest. I will repeat 
the exchange as many times as it takes, even if it is the last contact I 
make. It just might be the one you need to finish QRPp WAS, etc. 


I have noticed that Bob is particularly correct about NOT changing your 
speed just because they asked you for a "REPEAT". Also very important, 

DO NOT CHANGE THE FORMAT OR TEXT! Oh Yes, and ONLY give them what they ask 
for. If it is QTH? I usually send MD MD MD or what ever three times a 
pause to hear if they got it and then automatically repeat another 3 
times. It also helps to have a full exchange programmed into a memory of 
your keyer or keyboard. 


That brings to mind another item. Use whatever "Tools" you have available. 


I always have a keyboard, keyer and paddles, plus a Straight Key "ONline" 


together. The keyboard is best for long chats and "Chasing DX". 

Yep, nothing like jumping into a pileup with 1 watt and beating out the

an "INSURANCE POLICY" that way when they buzz you back at 30-60+ WPM, you 
can replay it til you get it for the "LOG" Also good for Mobile Logging. 


There is also the added benefit of having an AUDIO LOG of the contact 
for your non-believer (QRO) friends. :%) 


The Tape recording of QSOs is also a real eye opener on your operating 

and code skills. I have a few old tapes of QRP nets from years ago 

which I used to play in the car on the way to work. One interesting thing 
that I found was that a lot of times I was sending when I should have been 
listening. Just like real life. :%) 


Reminds me of a crazy idea I had. Scanning HF RCVR and Tape recorder for 
use in contest. Better yet a computer program that could monitor cw 
on several frequencies at one time and record them all. Contest De Ja Vu?

Hi Roger... just a comment or two, mostly related to your comments, above. 


I think the danger to ham radio is not so much that the specific act of 
higher ambition towards better CW will-or will not-alter our stewardship of 
the ham bands, but rather that we-as CW enthusiasts-not become part of an 
ever-enlarging trend whereby ham radio slowly attritts itself into oblivion 
through disuse, indifference, and the non-pursuit of excellence. 


CW is more than a tradition. It is a mode whereby, should all else but the 
crudest of communication methods fail, someone still can manage to 
communicate their plight. One danger may very well become there being no 
one who can recognize their message. We hams are the only ones left 
standing between modern communications, and its lure of easily established, 
‘normal' voice or data communications, and what may happen in the event of 
a disaster's massive communications breakdown; and the savings of lives 
needed when these regular means of communication no longer exist or are 
inoperative. 


Meanwhile, it is the enjoyment and use of the CW mode that is our best 
motivator, teacher, and advertiser. And other, existing, hams are our 
primary source of new 'members'. Unfortunately, new hams, in the near 
future, will likely not be required to know and enjoy CW. It is up to us to 
show them-and everyone else-what they are missing.

Nice letter. I understand where you are coming from and unfortunately I 
don't think we will totaly see eye to eye on this one. 


I have been 80% CW for 4 years. I am still exploring and contesting is 


a fun and very challenging part of the hobby. I can copy pretty well at 
25 WPM, but really do much better at 20. 


When an op is sending at 35-40WPM, I have to listen to his exchange and 
call several times and when I have it down, I send my call at about 30 
(the fastest I can send without mistakes). He sends his exchange and we 
are done. Unless he didn't copy me. Then he sends back Q#D%%S$%A ESE . 

I have no idea what he missed, I can't copy at 40WPM. I then have two 
choices: 1. ask him to QRS and RPT ;-) or 2. send my whole exchange 
again at 30 wpm. I think that 2 is alot more efficient and will slow 
the op down alot less. So I don't exactly send just what he asked for 
but I try to slow him down the least I can. 


I would bet (although I couldn't prove it) that at least half of the 
people in the contests are guys like me. If we weren't out there 
trying, you guys would have much fewer Q's in your logs. 


During contests there are some stations that are sending so fast I can't 
copy after several trys. I give up and move on. There is probably some 
speed above which you lessen the number of people who will even try to 
work you and therefore lower you rate. 


Us puppies got to start somewhere or we would never get off that porch. 
So if you ask for my serial number and I send my whole exchange, don't 
get mad, just toss me a bone and say "good boy", someday I will be out 
there with the big dogs too.

Made one happy contact on 40 meters from the North Shore site on 

Friday night to NJ, and a second one to FL. It was rough! There 
seemed to be a major thunderstorm between Hawaii and California, 

tremendous QRN. I was impressed with the RTTY contest. Everyone 
stayed above 070 for the entire period and I did not hear anyone 

below that or above 100 on any of the bands we worked. We were 


running 150 watts for the contest. 


40 meters was DEAD! not a single sound, not a SW AM station, zip 
nada, nothing. Three of us checked all the antenna connections. 
Just hiss. Not even thunder crashes. Finally at 0200 the Hawaii 
Afternoon SSB net came up and the rig on 40 meters just about 
jumped off the table. After that mainland stations started to 
slowly fade in and by 0400 we were making contacts on 40 meters. 


I guess rules are different in the tropics, but I cannot subscribe 
to the idea that solar conditions do not affect 40 meters. We seem 
to get a lot of variations in 40 meters that seem to be related to 
solar conditions. Maybe that is because we only do DX on 40 meters, 
no 500 mile single skip contacts, and very little ground wave or 
NVI contacts. If you cannot even find a single AM station on 40 
meters, that band is dead. 


So, I was very happy to make a couple of QRP contacts Friday night, 
very impressed with how well behaved RTTY operators are (DUCK!!!!) 
and it certainly seems like 40 meters is affected by solar conditions 
around here.

Here are some experiments to try on your SW40+ 
receiver to help determine noise sources in 

the rig. Just how much audio noise is internally 
generated, and how much is due to RF noise coming 
in the antenna? 


Experiment #1. Pull out U3(SA612) with the power 
off. With the rig powered back up, you'll hear 
low-level audio hiss. Take a mental note of its 
level, or measure its amplitude on your scope. 
This hiss is entirely due to noise being 
generated within the high-gain audio op-amp 
stages of U4. It isn't very loud. 
Power off, replace U3 (careful to place 
pin 1 correctly) and power up. Compare the "hiss" 


level: significantly louder. Even though the 
bulk of this rig's gain is in audio stages, most 
noise you hear is RF noise. Good. 

You could do this experiment as well 
by carefully jumpering pin 4 to pin 5 of U3. I 
did this with power on, holding a short insulated 
wire. Be careful not to short adjacent to pins. 


Experiment 2: Take an electrolytic capacitor 
(I had a 47uf/16v handy) and bypass U3 pin 4 
to ground. GET THE CAP'S POLARITY RIGHT! 

Try bypassing pin 5 to ground too. 

Since half the audio signal comes from 
pin 4, and the other half from pin 5, you'd 
expect noise level to drop by 3cB. 

But I hear noise level go up! Careful 
listening revealed that noise BANDWIDTH went up 
too. What's going on? 

This is tricky (hope I've got it right). If you 
listen carefully, you'll hear the narrowband 
noise (400Hz wide) drop in level, as expected. 
But wider bandwidth noise is introduced that 
brings the apparent overall noise level up. 
Where did this noise come from? I believe that 
it comes from U2, the 78L08 regulator. It 
sends wideband noise into U3's power supply 
pin 8. This noise shoots thru a 1500-ohm 
resistor (inside the chip) into the audio amp. 
When you DON'T short one of U3's outputs to 
ground, this noise appears IDENTICALLY at BOTH 
outputs of U3. Since U4a is a differential 
amplifier, it rejects U2's noise as a 
common-mode signal. U4a only amplifies 
difference-signals between pin 4 and pin 5 of 
U3. 


Experiment #3. Listen to the noise level while 
you unplug your antenna. Noise should drop. This 
is a quick-n-dirty test to determine if a 
receiver has enough "sensitivity". With no 
antenna, you're listening to noise generated 
entirely within the receiver. 


Here are some other "safe" points in the 
receiver that you could try shorting to ground 


with a short insulated jumper: 


-link winding of T1 (J1 pin 3) 


-either end of RFC1 
-Junction of Y3(4MHz) and C15(150pf£)
